Then he lifted the heater, rushed into 
the hall with itt and deposited it in the 
porcelain bath tub in an adjoining room. 
Lfhis act blistered his hands and face. 

There was no one on the second fioor 
except a colored woman named Lottie. 
She was alarmed by Dr. Blacksbere’s cry 
and dashed downstairs into the grocery 
store, the scene of the fire being in the 
building on the nerthwest corner of Ewing 
avenue and Chestnut street. Thence an 
alarm was sounded from Garrison and 
Olive street, three blocks distant. 

The firemen came and their clamor caused 
commotion among the inmates of the Met- 
ropolitan Hospital, situated opposite the 
burning structure and in Barnes Medical 
College, which is in the eame block. The 
students were just being dismissed for the 
noon recess and there were plenty of -vol- 
unteers to attend to sick Dr. Blackshere 
and to extend sympathy to a half dozen of 
the Barnes students; who had rooms ad- 
joining Dr. Blackshere’s and whose effects 
were damaged by water.

The Sum to Be Offered Spain Shall Not 
Exceed the Debt Contracted for 
the Betterment of the 
Philippines. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. %7.—Spain’s ex- 
haustive argument against the cess'on of 
the Philippines to the United States has 
had the result of making the officials all 
the more determined to take the islands, 

Instructions sent to Mr. Day, Chairman 
of the American Commiss.oners, will re- 
quire him and his colleagues to renew on 
Tuesday their demand for concession of the 
group to the United States and they will 
make in their communication the first offer 
of money in payment for the islands. 

It is understood that the President will 
consult with sOme of his advisers concern- 
ing the amount to be named in the Ameri- 
can communication, but the sum to be paid 
will not under any cons.deration exceed 
the aggregate of the debts contracted by 
the Spanish Government for improvements 
in the Philippines—supposed to be $30,000,000 
to $40,000,000. All military debts and debts 
contracted in the name of other islands, 
such as Cuba, will be barred and the Span- 
‘sh Commiss.oners will be informed that 
they must recognize this fact as promptly 
as possible. Secretary Hay has received 
a full statement of the contents of the 
Spanish note. Its character was just what 
the officials expected—without any new 
arguments of importance. Senor Rios and 
his colleagues call attention to the action 
of the Government in delivering a note 
through M. Cambon, the French Ambas- 
eador, to President McKinley, which set 
forth the understanding of the Spanish 
Government that in agreeing to the proto- 
col its sovereignty over the Philippines 
affected. It is also claimed 
by the Span.sh Commissioners that this 
declaration was assented to by President 
McKinley. As a matter of fact, the note 
had been delivered, but the President had 
declined to answer it, either in writing or 
verbally to M. Cambon. 

The Spanish commissioners have declared, 
it is said, that instead of the United States 
acquiring the Philippines this Government 
should pay their Government an indemnity 
for the attack on Manila after the peace 
protocol had been signed and for the dam- 
age consequently done. 

Rear Admiral Dewey’s victory in Manila 
Bay was unimportant and the possession 
of Cavite during the war was not-such as 
to give the Americans, the Spaniards de- 
clare, control of the islands, and it is 
claimed, and the claim is fortifled by argu- 
ment and many legal precedents, that the 
American Government has no moral right 
to and the cession of the entire group of 
1400 islands when it held only such a small 
bit of territory as that at Cavite and con- 
trolled only the Bay of Manija. All during 
the war Spanish troops were stationed on 
other islands and were not molested. The 
Spaniards indicated the’r willingness, how- 
ever, to sell the islands and the authorities 
have no apprehension now that any rup- 
ture will occur unless it be over the amount 
to be paid, 

After the Philippine question has been 
disposed of the commissioners will consider 
the determination of claims which have 
been filed by Americans against Spain and 
by Spaniards against the United States. 
It was thought that this Government would 
bind itself to satisfy all American claims, 
in considerat’on of the territory ceded to 
the United States, but this statement iS 
incorrect. The Spanish commissioners have 
a heavy claim for filibustering aga nst the 
United States to offset the claim filed by 
Americans for personal and properly in- 
juries, and the question of their disposition 
will have to be decided. 


ANOTHER GREAT WEEK. 


Missouri-Kansas Mineral Output Large 
and Prices Continue Good. 
JOPLIN, Mo., Nov. 7.—The.week’s output 
of lead and zine ore was again large and 
the prices paid for all grades of ore were 
very satisfactory to the miners and mine 
operators. While top price paid for zinc ore 
was not advanced, there was an advance 
of from $1 to $2 per ton on inferior grades 
of that ore, thereby materially increasing 
the general average paid. The demands 
for zine ore continue to increase notwith- 
standing the large increase in production. 
The top price paid for zinc ore was $34 per 
ton for ore in the bin; the prevailing price, 
however, for the best grades of zinc ore 
was $33.50. Lead ore advanced 50 cents per 
1000, the entire product selling af $21 per 1000 
pounds delivered. For the corresponding 
week of last year the top price paid for 
zine ore was $23 por ton and for lead ore 
$24.25 per 1000. The week’s ore output for 
the Missouri-Kansas mineral district was 
several car loads less than the preceding 
week, but was fifty-six car loads more of 
zine ore than the corresponding week of 
last year and five car loads of lead ore 

less. 

Much prospecting is being doné, many 
new mines are being opened up, and some 
old abandoned ones are being worked again 
New and improved ‘machinery is coming 
into géneral use and better methods of 
mining are being introduced throughout the 
district From present indications ft Is 
safe to estimate this year’s output of lead 
and zine ore at $7,000,000, about 70 per cent 
of which comes from Southwest Missouri 
and 30 per cent from Southeast Kansas. 
Following are the district sales of lead and 
zinc ores for the week ending Nov. 5, and 
the total sales since Jan. 1, 1898:

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—Willlam A. &. 
Moore, lately chosen United States Consu] 
to Durban, South Africa, and wife are 
under arrest here, charged with having 
attempted to defraud Martin Mahon, pro- 
prietor of the New Amsterdam Hotel, out 
of $5000 by the well-worn “badger game.” 

Mahon, at the point of a revolver in the 
hands of the outraged husband, was com- 
pelled to sign an agreement to pay $5000 
for the pleasure of entertaining Mrs 
Moore in her apartments in Hotel Greno- 


ble. He was playing cards with the lady 
when the troublesome husband appeared. 
Mr. Mahon called at police headquarters 
yesterday afterfoon and related his re- 
markable story to Capt. McClusky. He said 
that he had known Mrs. Moore for three 
years. He first met her at a dinner party 
given at the New Amsterdam Hotel, where 
she was introduced as Miss Frayne 
Strahan of Portland, Ore. Her father, he 
learned, was Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of Oregon. Mrs. Moore frequently 
took luncheon at the New Amsterdam Ho- 
tel, and Mr. Mahon became well acquaint- 
ed with her, Then she returned to her 
father’s home, and he did not see her ex- 
cept at rare intervals, until last Wednes- 
day, when he met her in Broadway. He 
was weuring a handsome diamond -horse- 
shoe scarfpin, and when she requested that 
he loan it to her to wear to a dinner party 
that evening he willingly consented. She 
said that she would meet him in the par- 
lor of the Hotel Metropole Friday evening 
ane dine with him, when she would return 
t 


Mahon met Mrs. Moore Friday evening, 
and after a dinner accompanied her to the 
Hotel Grenoble. She invited him to her 
parlor. Mrs. Moore complained of the in- 
tense heat and entered her bedroom, re- 
turning in a few minutes arrayed in a light 
dressing gown. Card playing was the or- 
der and a bottle of wine was ordered, of 
which both partook. 


When the door was suddenly opened and 
Moore, whom he had never seen before, 
rushed in. In his hand he grasped a huge 
Colt’s revolver. Mrs. Moore lent dramatic 
effect to the scene by throwing herself on 
her Knees and begging her husband to for- 
give her. 

Moore thereupon told his wife to write 
out from his dictation a confession of guilt, 
and when she had done so he forced Mahon 
to sign it. Then Moore demanded that he 
sign an agreement to deliver to him on 
presentation $50,000. 

Mahon protested that he could not raise 
such a sum of money, and the demands of 
Moore were gradually reduced until $5000 
Was accepted. Mrs. Moore was again 
called upon to draw up an agreement in 
which Mahon agreed to pay $2500 to Moore 
on Saturday and $2500 on Monday night. 

Then Moore asked him whether he had 
any money in his possession, and when 
Mahon replied that he had $167 he prompt- 
ly took possession of that and also of a 
diamond scarfpin which was in his cravat. 
Then Mr. Mahon was permitted to depart. 

Moore and his wife were arrested last 
night at the Hotel Grenoble by Detectives 
Cuff and McNaught, after an exciting en- 
counter with Moore. Cuff was cut twice 
on the head with the butt end of the re- 
volver, which he succeeded in preventing 
Moore from using In the regular way. The 
arrest came as a surprise and Moore took 
it very badly, while his wife was not dis- 
turbed in the slightest, but smiled and con- 
versed with the detectives during the ride 
to police headquarters. 

Mrs. Moore -was richly dressed, is a very 
pretty woman and was laden with dia- 
monds and diamond jewelry. Moore said 
that he had been appointed United States 
Consul to Durban, South Africa, by Presi- 
dent McKinley, but had not gone to his 
post because he was trying to have the 
appointment changed to Buda-Pesth. He 
said that his home was in Cleveland. O. 

He said that he was mrried in 1897 and 
that since then he had taken his bride 
abroad and had also visited her father in 
Oregon. 


DIED FROM DRINKING. 


Herman Frick Found Dead in a Coal 
Shed Back cf a Saloon. 

Herman Frick, aged 40 years, formerly a 
letter carrier in the city, was found dead 
in a coal shed at the rear of Fred Moll’s 
saloon at Jefferson and Chouteau avenues 
at 5 o’clock Sunday morning.

CUMBERSOME SYSTEM. 


But the Work of Counting Facilitated 
and Straight Voting Encour- 
aged by the New Plan. 


Voters will enjoy a new experience at the 
election Tuesday. They will use a ballot 
the like of which has not been seen in Mis- 
sourl eince the days when each voter made 
Out hie own ballot. 

What is known as the blanket ballot has 
been used lately. In that form all the 
ballotae were printed on one sheet, and 
all of them went into the same box. 

The ballots this year are about a foot 
long and three inches wide. Eleven of 
these ballots will be given each voter, one 
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for each party’s candidates. The ballots 
will be fastened together at the top wiih 
staples, and a perforation just below the 
staples will enable the voter to easily tear 
away the one he wants. 

When the voter goes to the polls to exer- 
cise the right of franchise Tuesday, he will 
be given his bunch of ballots, folded twice, 
so that the printed faces are invisible. He 
will take this bunch into the booth and un- 
fold it. After selecting the ballot he wish- 
es to vote, and after making whatever 
changes he chooses, he will fold. up the 
bunch of ballots he has rejected and the 
ballot of his choice and take them back to 
the table where sits the election officers. 
To the judge who sits near the ballot box 
he will give his vote, and the judge will 
drop it, folded, into the tin-box. 

To a clerk who sits at the other end of 
the table he will give the bunch of rejected 
ballots, folded as he received them. The 
clerk will count them without unfolding 
them to show that only one ballot is miss- 
ing. The clerk will then drop the bunch 
of rejected ballots into a square canvas 
bag which is suspended from the edge of 
the table. 

One objection to this form of ballot ts 
that unless the clerks who count the re- 
jected ballots are absolutely honest, they 
will have an opportunity to learn which 
ballot is missing, and therefore know how 
the voter voted. 

Another objection to the new system is 
that the judges are required by law to 
write their itnitialg on every ballot. This 
will prove an immense annoyance, and in 
some precincts where the registration ts 
heavy the voting will be deiayed, For in- 
stance, in a Twenty-eighth Ward precinct 
(No. 3) 498 voters are registered. With ll 
ballots the jufages will have to write their 
initiale nearly 6000 times in this precinct. 

The work of counting the ballots will be 
facilitated with this system. It also en- 
courages straight voting. 


STREET RAILWAY COMBINE. 


All the Chicago Lines Will Soon Be 


Under One Management. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 7.—In New York, Phila- 
delphia or Chicago within three days rep- 
resentatives of all the Chicago South Side 
street railway companies will meet for the 
purpose of completing an agreement of con- 
solidation. Although the consolidation will 
not reach beyond the South Side lines the 
conference will be attended by magnates 
of the West and North Side companies, and 
they will take as much part in the proceed- 
ings as the South Side representatives, One 
of the men interested deeply in the con- 
solidation scheme said the union of the 
South Side companies was another public 
step toward the absorption into a single 
system of every street railway line in Chi- 
cago. Charles T. Yerkes, president of the 
North and West Side lines, left this city 
Saturday night for New York. 


A VETERAN’S SUICIDE.

Blaze Due to an Explosion of Gas in 
the Basement, Which Threw a 
Large Portion of the Struc- 
ture Into Ruins. 7 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—It is now esti- 
mated that the damage to the Capitol 
caused by the gas explosivn and fire yes- 
terday afternoon will be a loss of at least 
$200,000. The loss due to destruction of 
records and the library is inestimable, as 
there can be no restoration. 4 
The entire central-eastern part of the 
great marble pile from the main floor to 
the subterranean basement practically is @ 
mass of ruins. 

The force of the explosion was so heavy 


that the coping stones on the outer vans 
east of where the explosion occurred, 
bulged out nearly two inches, windows in 
all that part of the building were blown 
out and locked doors were forced from 
their hinges quite § feet from the scene. 
Fire followed the explosion so quickly as 
to seem practically simultaneous with it, 
The explosion shook the immense structure 
to its foundations and was 

squares from the Capitol. . 
a small room tightly inclosed by heavy 
stone walls in the subterraneous basement 
immediately below the main entrance to 
the old Capitol building. In this room was 
a 500-light gas meter, which was fed by @ 
four-inch main. The meter itself was 
wrecked, and the gas pouring from the 
main caught fire. 


The flames originating from the explosion 
darted up the shaft of the elevator, 
communicated with the record room of 
Supreme Court, the office of the M 

of the Court and the Bupreme Court Lib- 


rary. 
Before the flames could be subdued the 
riceless documénts in the record room had 
een almost totally destroyed and serious 
damage had been done in the Marshal's 
office and minor rooms. 

The library of the Supreme Court, lo- 
cated immediately beneath the 8 
Court room, was y damaged b: 
smoke and water, practically dest 
the great collection of law reference | 
The library contains about 
Many of the work 
dificult to replace. brarian Clarke, after 
a cursory examination, expressed opinion 
that many of the books would saved, 
eithens® they were drenched by water for 
wo hours 

The most serious damage, in the opinion 
of the Justices, is to the records sto i 
the eub-basement. These included a 
the records of the Supreme Court from 1 
to 1832. Aapareesy the documents in this 
room are either destroyed or * badly dam- 
aged by fire and water as be useless. 
It is fortunate that the later records of 
the court, which are kept in the office of 
the clerk on the main floor, are not in- 
jured. 

Fortunately the Clerk's office was not in 
the least damaged by fire. 


After discovery of the blaze it was soon 
evident that it could not be extinguished 
until the gas from the main was cut off. 
That this might be accomplished the fire- 
men turned two streams on the n, 
choking the flow of gas, and at the same 
time cooling the pipe. 

Electrictan Gliem, braving the 
heat, entered the meter room and cut off 
the gas at the floor valve of the main. 

Among the losses which will be most sin- 
cerely regretted are those of buste of Chief 
Justice Marshall and other distinguished 
members of the Supreme Court, which 
were arranged on small pedestals about the 
Supreme Court room. 

The Capitol Building has been damaged 
a number of times before by fire, but it is 
believed that this fire will rove to 
be the most dieastrous in the history of 
the building. On two occasions prior to 
this fires have been started by explosions 
of gas. Seventeen years ago a large amount 
of damage was done to the eame part of 
the building by an explosion of this kind, 
and in 1876, there was an explosion of fas 
that killed one man and came near killing 
another. 

Architect Clark of the Capital fs advanced 
in age and very feeble, so that the active 
work of investigating the cause of the ex- 
plosion is in the hands of the assistant ar- 
chitect of the Capital, Mr. ood. 

“T find,” says Mr. Wood, “that the gen- 
eral damage sustained by the building fs 
not as serious as at first oupqoant, e 
heavy foundat‘ons to the bulk as do not 
appear to be disturbed. None of the heavy

NO EFFORT COULD SAVE HER. 


She Was Not Seen to Go Down, but the 
Sailors Believe She Went to 
the Sea’s Bottom. 


FORT MONROE, Va., Nov. 6.—Ensign 
Jas. €..Summers, who was officer of the 
deck of the Vulcan when the Maria Teresa 
was abandoned, described the seene thus: 

The gale in which the Teresa was lost 
began with a fierce squall at 5 o’clock, Nov. 
l. Wind and sea rose at 1 o’clock. From 
the Teresa’s bridge came the wig-wag sig- 
nal by iamp, “Signal Merritt to steer to 
windward.’ The Merritt at once changed 
her’ course to north-northeast. It had been 
north. To us the fact that the Teresa must 
be kept head to sea was in itself considered 
ominous. <All signals were made to us Dy 
wig-wag flag from the Teresa. We ,re- 
peated them to the Merritt or Leonidas. 

At noon the gale had increased in vio- 
lence and all three vessels labored heavily 
in the sea. The Teresa plunged deeply, 
took much water on board over the bows 
and often when reeling she shipped seas 
amidships. Her starboard engine only was 
being used. It was turning 38 revolutions 
when last reported. The forward wrecking 
pump was sending out a large stream over 
the port bow. 

“*“At 12:10 the Leonidas, then fully a mile 
——, was signalled ‘Do not go so far 
ahead. 

‘Thirty minutes later the Teresa 
nalled, ‘Can Merritt run to Watling’s Is- 
land safely?” The Merritt answered ‘No’ 
promptly. This was the first intimation of 
the real danger at hand. 

“Almost simultaneously with the Mer- 
ritt’s next signal, ‘Give your orders,’ came 
this from the Teresa: ‘Tell Merritt to cast 
off and come within hail.’ This was done 
and her crew hauled in the 100 fathoms of 
hawser while on the way to assist the Te- 
resa. The latter then s-gnalled, ‘We shall 
abandon ship. Tell Leonidas stand by us 
to windward. Do not cast off our lines.’ 
The Vulcan answered, F will hold on 
until the last and use to which the 
Teresa replied, ‘Many thanks.’ 

‘‘The Vulcan’s commander, Lieut. George 
P. Blow. immediately planned the Vulcan's 
part in the scheme of rescue. Being almost 
sure that the Tereea’s starboard engine 
would be kept working until the last, it was 
decided to hoid on to the hawser, thereby 
giving the Teresa sufficient steering way to 
enable her helmsman to keep the heavy sea 
on her starboard bow and atill be to lee- 
ward of the Vulcan, enabling the latter to 
use oil to advantage when the rescuing in 
boats began. 

“From the first the heavy laboring of the 
Teresa gave the impreSsion that she would 
founder suddenly and that all her people 
would be overboard at any moment, either 
swimming or drowning before our eyes. 

“Assistant Paymaster Robert H. Woods, 
U. S. N., was detailed to note the time 
that each signal was sent and repeated. 
Oil was the first requisite. Mechanics 
passed it up in buckets from the_ hold; 
those on deck filled small bags with it. 
The effect was immediately in smoothing 
the heavy seas near the wreck. 

“Rubber life belts were brought on deck 
and filled with air, ready to throw to men 
in the water. bow line was made in 
every rope’s end, by which the men could 
be hauled out of the sea. If the ship had 
foundered before her people were taken 
off, it was the commanding officer’s inten- 
tion, after cutting the hawser, to “cages his 
vessel to leeward and then work up to 
) windward of the men in the water and 
Mck them up. 

‘half tha charges were extracted from 
some six-pounder shells, and they were 
fitted over the ends of oars, to which small 
lines were attached. These were to have 
been flred from the guns across the spot 
where the men might have been seen in 
the water. 

“After the Teresa began to fill it became 
impossible for the Vulcan to keep her head 
to windward, but, being practically water- 
logged, she made an excellent breakwater 
for the boats, even after she fell off into 
the trough of the sea. Directed by Lieut. 
Golmer the crew and engineer - force 
equipped two lifeboats with oars, life pre- 
servers and ojl_ bags. They were launched 
from the top of the deckhouse and long 
lines were veered astern in the hope that 
they would reach the Teresa, but the heavy 
Sea carried them far to windward, they 
fouled the hawser and were finally cut 
adrift. 

“At 2 in the afternoon the Merritt ‘wore 
ship’ just astern of the Teresa and came 
up under her lee just tn time to take off 
the first boatload of rescued persons. The 
wreckers and volunteers from the naval 
vessels had succeeded in lowering one of 
the two surfboats hanging from. the 
Teresa's port side. Pulling quickly clear 
of the ship's side, the boat's crew, com- 
posed of the wreckers, then went about res- 
cuing in a systematic manner. There was 
less than four hours of daylight left in 
which to rescue 114 persons, including 18 
Cuban’ coal passers, and such a sea was 
running as woukl have daunted any life- 
boat crew. To have attempted to go near 
enough to the great ship's side to let her 
people climb down or drop into the boats 
meant desjruction to the reseuing party 
So while the boat was towed by ite painter 
from the ship's lee quarter, and was kept 
clear by two men at the oars and 
steersman in the stern, another line was 
used to send down the men from the ship. 

Each man slung in the center of this rope 
was hauled through the water in most 
cases to t boat and then hauled in over 
the bow... It was a siow, but safe process, 
as the result proved, for by 5 o'clock every 
man, so far as we could see, was, safe on 
board the Merritt. + 

The force of the gale and height of the 
sca may be best understood by the fact 
that although only 230 fathoms of hawser 
separarted the Teresa from 
watchers on the latter v 
heavy seas, driving rain 
only = to see the boa 
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that only the ends of her mastheads were 
visible. 

The first boat lowered made in all four 
round trips between the Teresa and the 
Merritt, and the second made three trips, 
so that to rescue all hands the boats had to 
make the passage through those heavy 
combing seas fourteen times, and right gal- 
lantly those brave fellows accomplished the 
work. Luck indeed was it for those res- 
cued that the boats were manned by past 
masters at the oarand helm. 


For two hours men waited under the di- 
rection of the executive officer, had been 
stationed aft ready to cut away at a mo- 
ment’s notice the lines that held the haw- 
ser, in case the Teresa should founder dur- 
ing the transfer of her men. Every Vulcan 
man watched the great ship with an anx- 
ious eye as she plunged “forecast head un- 
der’ the head seas clear to the turret, com- 
ing out again with the water streaming 
from her hawser pipes and showing the 
heel of her ram above the next big sea. 
Forty-four shipmates of their’s were on 
board the doomed vessel and it was yet a 
question whether their rescue could be ef- 
fected before dark. 

“Heavy rain squalls beat the seas down 

a little at this time, but the wind blew 
harder than ever. Struggling for a foothold 
on the Teresa’s bridge,. her: signal man, 
Crossett, wig-wagged to the Vulcan at 4 
o'clock, ‘Don’t cast off the towline yet, two 
more boatloads will clear the ship.” We 
replied, ‘All right; will. hold on until the 
ast.’ 
High up on the bridge, silhouette against 
the leaden sky and bracing himself against 
the fearful rolling of the Teresa as she 
wallowed in the seas, stood the man at the 
wheel. He was alone and probably the 
last person to leave his post, for it waé not 
until the final boat was receiving its quota 
of men that he lashed the wheel, came 
down the bridge ladder and went aft to 
leave the ship. 

It was not until 3:11 when Lieut. Blow 
and her officers were certain that the last 
boatload had been taken off, that the order 
was given to “cut away.” Two blows of 
an ax severed the lines and as the links of 
the chain bridle rattled out through the 
stern chocks the Vulcan’s crew. led by 
Chief Engineer Gardiner Crims, U. 8. N., 
gave three ringing cheers as a salute to 
the stars and stripes fiving as if in deflance 
of the elements at the Tereea jackyard and 
also to the bravery of the Merritt's men 
who had made such a gallant rescue of 
their shipmates. Twenty minutes later it 
was so dark that the Teresa was only a 
black speck against the horizon, and at 6 
o'clock nothing but the Hghts on the Mer- 
ritt and Leonidas could be seen, while the 
gale howled and the sea rose higher than 
ever.
